It describes an individual of integrity and honour; a decent person with 
admirable characteristics which include humility, authenticity, fairness, accountability, dependability, 
conscientiousness, empathy, composure, optimism, generosity and appreciation. You know when you are in 
the presence of a Mensch - they have a calm presence and they exude credibility. They will often lead from 
the side or by the sheer force of their example, whether it be in the boardroom, classroom or living room. These 
are individuals with high emotional intelligence.” So, when | say REACH HIGH...| mean towards Mensch-dom. 


BE INTENTIONAL: As you reach high to be the best leader you can, there will be many competing interests. 
A four step process can help you to be intentional: Plan, assess, reflect, act. Note that the word ‘act’ is last 
and before it, opportunities to ensure that you have had time to be certain it is where you wish to go. 
Being intentional might be the single most difficult point of leadership growth to accomplish. It is 
because you can’t just do this once, you have to show up every day and each of your actions 

as leaders are scrutinized. You need strong resilience to be intentional!

Exploring Percentages through Art — 


Grade 8s worked to understand that quantities and relationships can be presented using proportional reasoning. One such way of | 
representing quantities is percent or percent change. Students were challenged with investigating percent change in scale of an art 
piece. Students were given a very small 2 cm by 2 cm portion of an unknown art piece. All they had was a design in colour on the front! 
and a code and direction of the piece on the reverse! They then enlarged the piece by a factor of ten, using grid paper, pencils and | 
rulers. No two pieces were alike and the codes were mixed up between two classes. Once the students felt they had completed their 
rough drafts, they completed a good copy by tracing their draft and adding colour that matched their original piece. Next, students 
brought in their pieces and we put them together using the codes to form a final picture: a mosaic of an eagle in flight, by the artist | 
Todd Jason Baker of the Squamish First Nation. Students then researched and presented on topics, such as the connection between art |

Spring Festival 
Gand Concert 
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On Monday, April 16 our Grade 8 students were an attentive audience for our school liaison 
police officer, Constable Craig Barker. He was invited to speak as part of the Grade 8 Physical 
and Health Education speaker series on making healthy choices. Constable Barker discussed 
and provided information on alcohol and a variety of prescription and non-prescription drugs 
that are becoming increasingly prevalent in our community. The current opioid crisis was 
discussed in detail, including fentanyl. Constable Barker explained the history of fentanyl, why 
it has become so readily available and why it is so dangerous due to its high potency. He 
explained how only 3mg of fentanyl is considered a lethal dose for an average sized adult 
male and how fentanyl is being commonly mixed with other drugs, resulting in many young 
people unknowingly becoming exposed to the drug. Constable Barker emphasized the h | 
effects that drugs and alcohol take on the developing brain, noting that the most current Drug & Alco O 
research suggests that the human brain is not considered fully developed until the age of 25. 


The serious nature of the discussion was clearly taken in by the students, who responded with A\wareness 
thoughtful and articulate questions.

To 
explore light, they burned coloured candles to show that some materials can create different-coloured flames when lit. 
They also. ‘iooked at the candles through filters, which changed the colour by filtering out certain wavelengths of light. 
pe——— After, they got to play with colour-changing bead bracelets, which were a huge hit! The 
bracelets are activated by sunlight, and the Grade 1s had lots of fun watching them change 
when they went outside. To explore sound, Team Science demonstrated how larger 
sound waves create louder sounds. They first used instruments to illustrate the 
principle, then the Grade 1s got to try it for themselves with their own 3D printed 
trumpet mouthpieces. On February 23, the Grade 5s worked with Team Science 
to make their own biodegradable plastics! First, the Grade 5's mixed starch, water, 
oil and food colouring. Then they simply heated the mixture in the microwave (with 
help from the SS students) to make a thick paste, which they spread onto wax paper 
to cure. The resulting material was a hard, biodegradable plastic.
